eseec manta bahgueted By Professor 
Boyle of Alberta University ~ 

Successful experiments off -the: At- 
lantic coast during the summer months 
for the detection of icebergs, hidden 
reefs and nearby ships, as well as in 
jthe development of deep water tele- 
graphy and telephony, have been con- 
ducted by Dr. Robert W. Boyle, pro- 
fessor of physics ai the University of 
Alberta. ‘The experiments have been 
in progress since the middle of April, 
and were conducted on the icebreaker 
Montcalm. The scene of operations 
was Off the coasts of Labrador, New- 
foundland, Cape Breton and in the 
Straits of Belle Isle. 


A measure of secrecy attaches to 
the nautical research work of Dr.

Boyle, which has beea carried on for
